Tais motuing, as will ba seen elsowhere inone
paper, Jastics Sharawood, after hearing arga-
ment on the subject of the publicagion of the
lists of nataralized citizens, their residences
and vonchers, granted the necessary rule on
the Prothonotary to allow aoccess to his books.
Mr. Bnowden expressed his entire willingness,
and we will at onoe commencs the publication
in Tux Evasive Teuxorarn of these most im-
portant lists, The value of these lists are
fully sppreciated by his Honor, and he very
properly stated that he deemed it of great
publio importance that they should be made
public. It seems hardly neosssary for us to
Iay before intelligent readers the reasons
which make these documents of such valas.

In the first place, by the publioation of thess
ligts, with the residences, the exscutive oom.
mittees of each precinot will ses exactly who
have been naturalized in thelr precinet, ani
will be enabled to investigate the legality of
the so-oalled citizens, They oan see il thaey
have resided the one year in the Stute re-
quired by law, or if they have béen imported
from Mew ¥ork for the purpose of casting a
vote. They will be epabled to find out the
perjurers (of whom we have good ocause to
believe there are several thonsand), and as
soon as they present themsslves will have
them arrested. We kuow that in that case
the Republiean Exvcutive Committes intend
not only to arrest but to prosecute to oconvio- |
tion these orimivals; so that some of them,
at loast, will get their deserts.

In the second place, the names of the vouoh-
erd being made public will enable the law
officers to %ee who have been vouohing for
these patriots by the wholesale, When we
find the same name appesring as vouachsr |
for & score or so of fureiguers, comiog from
different nations, we will kuow thers is per-
jury, and can take steps towards punishing the |
men who would thus maks cheap the rights of |
an American citizen. All this will be gained
by the publication of these lists, and they
will be laid before our readers with all speed,

We cannot commend too highly the action |
of Justice Bharswood in this matter. We |
cannot state that it causes any surprise, for
his reputation for honesty has been nngnes-
tioned and wunquestionable; but he might, |
like some judges, have delayed the gettlement
of the case until it was too late to acvomplish
any good results. Bat by his prompt aotion,
im #o decisive a manver, we ses that he de-
gires Leartily to have the frauds detected. It

be fables. Thus the famons La Garde (‘'La

to Cambronne at Waterloo, was & few years
ago, shown by a Iienchman to have been
ingerted by a M. Rougement, and published in
the pages of the Indépendant. Talleyrand's
sajing that speech was given to man to con-
ceal his thoughts,”” has been traced to Vol-
taire in one of Lis dialogues, and also a
conplet by Young:—

“When pature's end of langurge is disgulsed,
Avd men talk ouly to cuonceal thelr mind,"

a similar gayiog, is to be found in “Southy’s

He gaid 8o, we are told by the Chaplain-Gene-
ral, to the S5th Regiment, *You must keep
yonr ground, my lads, for tlere is nothing
behind you.”
